With 
$600,000 from Congress this year and 
$150^000 more from the states, lead­ 
ers 'in the movement believe th en 
will be no trouble in raising the 
funds necessary to finish the job in 
1924, thereby make possible the con­ 
trol of black'stem rust in the spring 
wheat area. 
Ten states are directly concerned 
in the activity. 
They are Ohio, In­ 
diana, Michigan, Illinois, Wisconsin, 
Nebraska, Iowa, 
Minnesota, NortA 
Dakota and '^outh Dakota. 
If the 
Senate amendment prevalía it will be 
necessary for these states to raise 
$160,000 to obtain the maximum fed­ 
eral expenditure and make possible 
the economy of completing the task 
in the nei^ two years.

Can France Force 


"The sudden withdrawal of the last thousand of the American soldiers from the Rfiine is in- 


terpreted by many Washington correspondents and editorial Observers as an emphatic protest on the 
part of the United Spates Government against France's invasion of the Ruhr Basin and seizure of 
"productive guaranties" fftr the payment of Germany's reparations debt. This attitude on the part 
of official Washington, it % generally agreed, is die neither to sympathy for Germany nor lack ^f it 
for France, but to a conviction that "the seizure oi guaranties will not solve the reparations problem, 
and that it opens the door to a host of disastrous possibilities, chief among which is another world war. 


Many American papers, on the other hand, whole-heartedly applaud France for restoring to 
a show of,force, "the only language that Germany understands"; and they predict that her coarse will 
be fully justified by the results. The German-language press in the United States is pessimistic. "In 
Baking from Germany her richest industrial district the French will deprive themselves of .the last 
chance to-get any further reparations," declares the Philadelphia Tageblatt, which thinks that the 
results of the .Ruhr invasion will amount to "French suicide as well as unspeakable misery and chaos 
for Germany, and poss.ibly civil war. in the Reich." Other German-language papers express similar con- 
victions.

INCREASE IN 
CATTLE ON FEED 


There were 25 percent more cattle 
on feed in the eleven corn belt states 
on January 1, 1923, than on January 
1, 1022, according to th e estim ate 
made by the division of Crop and 
Livestock estim ates of the United 
S tates B ureau of A gricultural Econ­ 
omics. 
T his 26 percent increase is 
indicated for both groups of states, 
—those east and those w est of the 
M ississippi river. The estim ate of 
December 1 showed an increase of 
27 per cent over December 1, 1921, 
but a t th a t date, the aix sta te s w est 
of the riv er showed an increase of 
30 percent, and the five states east 
an increase of 20 percent. 
O f the states east of th e river, all 
showed an increase 
of 
percentage 
over D ecem ber 
1, except 
Illinois, 
which continued to show 35 percent 
over last year, followed by Ohio w ith 
26 percent, W isconsin 20 percent, In­ 
diana, 10 percent and M ichigan 6 per­ 
cent. O f th e states w est of the river, 
three showed a decrease in percent­ 
age since December 1, Iowa from 60 
to 86 percent, M issouri from 26 to 
16 percent and Kansas'^ 6 percent to 
10 percent; N ebraska showed an in­ 
crease from 25 percent to 36 percent 
arid South Dakota and M innesota re­ 
mained th e same. 
These decreases w ere due to th e 
heavy m arketings of sh o rt fed cat­ 
tle daring December and to the ad­ 
vancing prices of corn and other 
feed which caused a good m any feed­ 
ers to refrain from p a ttin g on feed 
cattle bought fo r th a t purpose w ith 
the expectation of cheap corn, also, 
the reports as to the increased pur- 
chasca of feeding cattle and of in­ 
creased num bers on feed tended to 
the same effect. A t the same time, 
the m ovem ent of stocker and feeder 
cattle into these states during De­ 
cem ber continued Heavy as shown by 
the weekly reports of th is move­ 
m ent, which have been ikaued-every 
week by the Division of Livestock 
and M eats of the Bureau, both from 
W ashington and Chicago. The De­ 
cem ber m ovem ent from 43 m arkets 
into th e eleven states w as 248,990 
head, compared w ith 155,600 in 1921, 
169,600 in 1920 and 232,800 in 1919. 
The available, inform ation indicates 
th a t these cattle in D ^ em b er 1922, 
were of light w eight, w ith th e per­ 
centage of heavy feeders much sm ail- 
Pi’ocedlng m onths. 
The heavy D ecem ber m arketings 
of short fed cattle p u t in as heavy 
fekders has resulted in a consider­ 
able change from D ecem ber in the 
reported percentages of cattle of d if­ 
feren t w eights put on feed. The fig­ 
ures fo r the two m onths are as fol­ 
lows: 1000 pounds and up, January 
20 percent; December 30 percent;
